Tlio Aliiliaiiiii is om? of the loujr-i'stahlisloHl historic events of S;iratoj;<i racing and will 1)C run for the 
thirty-tirst time this afternoon. Splendhl young mares have won it from year to year and Its honor list of 
Winners embnices the names of such dyers as Woodiduc. Uegardless. Olitipa, Siis<juehunna. Ferhhi, (Jlidclia. 
'Ihora. Miss Wtsslford, Urisette. Bella B.. frlncess Bowling, Sinaloa 11.. Sallie McClelland. Morninasidc, 
Beldame, Tradition. Uiiniiing Water and Musk*'tte. One American filly. Cap and Bells, was sent over to 
Kaglund and ^^on the Epsom Oaks. -Of tlie Alabama winners Olilipa, Tliora, Miss Woodford. Sallie .Mc- 
Clelland. Beldame, Tradition and Maskelte were each fleet and enduring enough to have dime tlie same 
thing and were exquisite mares of the higliest-class racers.

Formal Announcement of Suspension of Racing Ex- 
pected to Follow Meeting of Stewards 
of Jockey Club Today. 



New York. August 4. — The Sun makes the imsitive 
statement that the Cone.v Islatul .loeke.v Club has 
called otT its fall iue«'tiiig selieduled to Is'gin at 
Sbe»-psbead Bay .Vugust 29 and that the employees 
of the big Iraek at the Bay have lieen notified that 
their M'fviees would no longer lie required. The 
Coney Island Jtn-ke.v Cliili, as a corimratioii. Is al- 
n>ad.v niidor indietment for e<«ispirae.v and the cas«‘ 
is expected to eome to trhil in Octt>l*cr. For this 
reason tin- direetors. It Is lielieved. did not eare to 
rnii further ehaiiees of prosecution under the direc- 
tors' liubilit.v law that Is a new feature of aiiti- 
raeing legislation. Formal aniionneement of the de- 
cision to siis|K-nd racing in the state Septemla-r 1 is 
exiK-eletl at a meeting of the Joeke.v Club stewards 
at Saratoga loimaTow. 

When Saratoga winds up at the end of the month 
some of the leading owners, iiielnding August Bel- 
mont. will race llieir horses on the Canadian tracks 
and elsewhere tnitil the eastern st-ason closes. Many 
of Iheiii will kiep their horses, iiielnding niaii.v .vear- 
liugs, in training until next spring, when turfmen 
Lo|h‘ then* will lie a change for the lietter. 

The race tracks have been running in this state 
for more than thirty years. When the Ives pool 

jaw was reiM-iiled in 1894 it looked for a time as if 
the sis>rt was kilhsl. The passagd of the I’erey- 

Gra.v laws a ,vear later, however, huilt up the s|M>rt 
to such an extent that the tracks enjoyed enormous 
profits. Tin- state collected a 5 |H*r cent, tax on 
gross r<H-eipts each .vear and in 1997 this tax 

umouiited to Then eame Governor Hughes’ 

cnisade against la-ttlug in 19tI8. which was the Ije- 
giiniing of the end. 

A promiiieut meinix-r of the Jockey Club is quotixl 
as follows: "Tlie last two years have wrought 

euilHirrussment aud finally discister niiou the I<H-al 

turf. Drastic legislation has liligiited racing as a 
s}M>rt, racing plants as propert.v and made gentlemen 
In the dins-torates of racing orgnuizatioiis amenalile 
to imprisonment for the transgressions of others 
regardless of jaTsonal aequuiutuuee with the traiis- 
gresMir or their olTenses. 

•”rtie llart Aguew law reiK'aled the Percy-Gray 
law and made wagering on turf sisirts a crime. 
The courts ruled that oral betting or the showing of 
ogds did not violate the law. Then eame the Agiiew- 
l*erkliis enaetineiits. which were framed to cover 
oral ts-ltiiig and make direetors of racing grounds 
liable for iH-ttiiig of any kind auywbere U|Hm tbe 
pro}a*rly they eoiitrol. 

"People who go to tlie raet*s will make wagers, 
and that fact, coupled with the directors’ liabilit.v 
law. passed liy the last session of the legislature at 
Albany, m.ikes it exiK-dient for the ottieials of tlie 
liie1ro|H>Iilaii race courses to close their gates. No 
gentleman ideiuified with a raeiug ussiH-iatioii is will- 
ing to taki’ tlie eliaiiees of la-iiig iniiirisoiied. la-caiise. 
through igisiraiiee or malicious intent, individuals 
to him iiiikiiowii aud tx-yoiid his control and surveil 
lance, make a wager of which iiiduliitable pr<sif is 
obtained. Siu-li a tran.saetion niiglit or iiiiglit not be 
a 'frame up,’ ami yet proof that it occurred would 
jisqiardize Ibe libertj- of an inn<R-ent director. Blaek- 
inulh-rs or iinsenipulons |K-aee ullieers could avail 
tlieniselvi’s of tlie op|Kirtuiiities to aiimw or exact 
tribute, wbicli the liability law affords, ami iiolaMly 
aiiioiig tile ottieials of .lockey (,'lub tracks is willing 
to ex|M»se bimsc-lf to luetbods involving indignity aud 
danger. 

"Emliieiit legal iiHiiisel sa.v tlie law will not stand 
tbe lest of ^•onstilllti<lI'lll^H.v. But lliere is no turf- 
man who is willing to become the subject of a test. 
lieiKi". oil SeplemlMT 1. racing will stop and the stop 
may be iK'i-iiiaiieiit. I’liless tlio next legislature pro- 
vides relief for racing organizations tbe.v will go out 
of exisleiiee. and tliidr iiiagiiifieent and valuable 
parks will go oil tlie real estate market. ’’ 



Saratoga. N. Y.. August 4.— Olambala was winner 
of the Saratoga Uaiidieap tixlay over a track that 
was fairly tlcxMled with yellow slush. It was the 
big event of the oia-ning of the Saratoga racing sea- 
son, with everything shaping up for the la-st s»-ssitHi 
of smirt that has been enjo.ved.by the faltliful singe 
the hegiuning of tlie eastern racing season last 
.Vpril. Conditions were alamt as uiifavorahle as they 
well could have la-eii for the launching of the season, 
but the crowd turned out iu force and it was a gath- 
ering of horsemen from the four corners of the 
countr.v that congrcgatisl on the lawns and In the 
paddia-k. Rain that fell last night made the going 
lieavy and this forenoon there were frequent shovters 
tliat prevented miieh improvement of track condi- 
tions as the day progressi-d. The last straw came 
immediately after the rmiuiiig of the Flash Stakes, 
which preceded the handicap. The j<K-keys had 
liardly returned to the scales before a violent elee- 
trleal storm broke. A fearsome display of lightniHg 
was followed by more rain. It was such raiu as 
can only fall at Saratoga and the |iost bugle wa.s 
delaycil slightly iu order tp afford a view of the 
race. The clouds liroke aud the race was run witli- 
lut an accoinpaniiiieiit of raiu, but the track was 
made deep and slushy. 

S. C. Hildreth earlier In the day withdrew Fitz 
Herliert and Dalinatiau from the Saratoga Handicap, 
deciding not to race them over the heavy track, 
and as substitiite.s he sent Firestone and Restlgmiehe 
to the (Hist. James -Rowe scratched Maske.tte. leav- 
ing Ballot to represi'ut Janies R. Keene. Czar was 
the onl.v other one tliat was withdrawn. 

It was u.itural that Olambala ^oiild lie made 
first claiice with the ehiingeil condition of the track, 
and while even mone.v was offered against his 
chances at one time a much sluirter price prevailed 
for a ••onsiderable -part of tlie time given «p to 
siH'ciilation. Ballot was second In iiimniaiKl. hut. he 
was as giHid as 10 to 5 and much Ibnger <odds were 
offered against the otliers. 

Butwell. who had the leg up on OlamiKila, nale 
a wonderfully confident race. When the field left 
the laist he was content to lie one of the trailers. 
•\s was e.xi>ected. >lhllliiig went out to make the 
pace with Restigonehe. and Stanle.v Fa.v was tbe 
one to' give him chase, with Merry Knight, the long 
slait of the field, in' third place. Firestom- was 
ladiig rated along with tManibala, hut it was seen 
early in the runiiitig that the Wilson four-.vear-old 
was all lint pulling Butwell out of the saddle iu 
an eagerness to iuiiirove his position. 

It was not until the turn out of the Imckstretch 
that there was any marked change in [Kisltioiis. 
There Notter moved up with Ballot, which had 
heeii going aloug strongly and well in Hand. As he 
made his move Butwell shook up Olambala and in a 
half dozen strbles Olambala ranged alongside the 
Keene hope. .treliibald called on Firestone at the 
same time, but he was no iiiateh - for the son of 
Oriius aud at the head of the stretch it had nar- 
rowed to a race between Olambala and Ballot. -\t 
the final furlong ixist Ballot weakened and Olam- 
tiala eaiitered home the easiest of winners by four 
lengths. _ 

'The outeome of the big race was tremendously 
liopular. for Uieliard T. Wilson, Jr., owner of Olani- 
bala, is president of the Saratoga Association and 
it was regarded as a lia-al triumph, .\side frtHii 
that fact, tile sou of Orinis ran a iiiagiiitieeiit race 
and the applause that followed his return to the 
scales came from wiiiucrs aud losi-rs alike. 

The eonipanioii feature to the Saratoga Handicap, 
tile Hash Stakes for two-year-olds, went to Seiii- 
prohis, from the stable of It. F. Cariiiiiii. He was 
decidedly at home iu the heavy going and, breaking 
well, left the result iu doiilit iit no time. In this 
race August Belmont withdrew Footiiriiit and Water- 
vale, his carded nominees, and added Bahhler and 
Trap Rix'k. a pair suiqiosedt.v better qualified to race 
in the uiifavoriilile going. Trap Rock was third most 
of the way, hut tlinaigh the stretch he faltered 
badl.V and was beaten home by Althorpe. another 
added starter from the stable of M. L. Schwartz. 

The steeplechase race of the day saw five horses 
at the post, though oiil.v three of them finished. 
Kentucky Bean, after jtiniping badly at all his 
feiu-es, fell at tlie Llverpixil on the last turn of the 
field and threw jockey Williams heavily, while 
Tonehwtsal, the pae«‘inaker. went down ivlien tliree 
jumps from the finish, and Henderson was badly 
sliakeii up. Tbe race was won by Byzantine, ridden 
by bis owner. Nat Roy, the veteran professional 
eross-i-oinitry pilot. * 

The other races of the aftenuam were fairly in- 
teresting. aud (lesiiite most niifavorable weather eoii-
